ORDINANCE NO. 152 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre. 
Fixing Compensation, Salaries and 
Amount of Official Bonds to be Giv¬ 
en by Certain City Officials, and Re¬ 
pealing Ordinances Nos. 3 and 61 of 
Said City. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
nf Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. The salary of the City 
Clerk and Assessor is hereby fixed at 
the sum of Sixty Dollars per month. 

SECTION 2. The salary of the City 
Treasurer is hereby fixed at the sum 
of Twenty-five Dollars per month. 

SECTION 3. The salary and com¬ 
pensation of the City Marshal and Tax 
Collector is hereby fixed at the sum of 
Thirty-five Dollars per month, and the 


further sum of two per cent of all taxes I 
collected by him. 

SECTION 4. The salaries hereby | 
fixed shall be in full compensation for j 
all services rendered by the officials 
herein named, and shall be payable by 
wnrrants drawn upon the City Treas¬ 
urer, and paid by him in the same 
manner that other warrants are paid. 

SECTION 5. Each of the officials 
herein named shall, on entering upon 
their respective duties, execute a bond 
payable to the city, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of their respec¬ 
tive duties, in the following penal sums 
to-wit: 

The City Clerk and Assessor in the 
sum of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars. 

The City Treasurer in the sum of 
Ten Thousand Dollars. 

The City Marshal and Tax Collector 
in the sum of Three Thousand Dol¬ 
lars. 

SECTION fi. Ordinances Nos. 3 and 
fil of the Board of Trustees of the City 
Sierra Madre are hereby repealed. 
SECTION 7. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this ordi- 
nance, and shall cause the same to 
be published once in The Sierra Madre 
News, a weekly newspaper published 
and circulated in said City of Sierra 
Madre, and hereby designated for that 
purpose.

ORDINANCE NO. 153 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Requir¬ 
ing the Removal of Inflammable 
Weeds From Property in the City 
of Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. All persons, firms or 
corporations owning real property In 
the City of Sierra Madre arc required 
to keep said property free from in¬ 
flammable weeds. 

SECTION 2. Any inflammable weeds 
in the City of Sierra Madre are de¬ 
clared to be a nuisance. 

SECTION 3. It shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent of Streets tn noti¬ 
fy tlie occupants and owners of any 
premises in the City of Sierra Madre 
to eradicate and remove, within one 
week from the receipt of such notice, 
all inflammable weeds from property 
they own or occupy in said city, and 
that upon failure to do so within one 
week the city will cause said weeds to 
he removed at tile expense of the 
owner. Such notice shall be in writ¬ 
ing. addressed to the owner, and shall 
lie served personally upon the occu¬ 
pant. and upon the owner; or if the 
owner is a non-resident nf the City of 
Sierra Madre, by serving the occu¬ 
pant personally, and by mailing to the 
owner a like notice, by registered 
mail, tit his last known address us 
shown by the assessment roll; or If no 
address appears thereon. It shall lie 
addressed and mailed to him at the 
City of Sierra Madre; or if there is 
no occupant, by posting the notice 
!r. a conspicuous place upon each lot 


or legal subdivision of the premises, 
and serving It upon the owner us here¬ 
in provided. 

SECTION 4. At tlie expiration of 
one week from the sending or serving 
of said notice, if the weeds tire not 
removed from said property, the Su¬ 
perintendent of Streets shall report 
the delinquency to tin- Board of Trus 
tees, with an estimate of the probable 
lost of doing the work The Board of 
Trustees may then order the Superin¬ 
tendent of Streets to do said work at 
the expense of the owner of the prop¬ 
erty, and provide for temporary pay¬ 
ment of the same with, city funds; 
provided, that tlie Board may. in its 
discretion, extend the time within 
which the work shall be done. 

SECTION 5. At the completion of 
the work the Superintendent of Streets 
must prepare a statement of the pro¬ 
ceedings, reciting the existence of the 
nuisance, a description of the property, 
the names of tlie owner anil occupant, 
if known, the giving of the notice, 
tlie hearing by the Board of Trustees, 
the making of the order by the Board, 
the doing of tlie work and the cost 
thereof; which statement must tie 
signed and verified by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Streets, and filed In his 
office. The Superintendent of Streets 
shall then collect said amount from 
the owner of tlie property by suit or 
otherwise, making said charge n lien 
upon the property by attachment or 
other levy. 

SECTION fi. Any person, firm or 
corporation failing to remove Inflam¬ 
mable weeds from his or its property 
after notice ns provided herein, shall 
tie solijei t lo a penalty of ten dollars, 
In addition to the cost of cleaning said 
property, and tlie Superintendent of 
Streets shall cause suit to lie brought 
to collect the same; provided, the i ol- 
Icctlon of said penalty shall not lie a 
bar to criminal prosecution for the 
same offense. 

SECTION 7. Failure to keep prop¬ 
erty free front weeds as provided In 
section one of this ordinance shall lie 
a violation hereof, and is hereby de¬ 
clared tn lie a misdemeanor; and for 
every lot from which Inflammable 
weeds are not eradicated and removed 
after notice as provided in section 
three hereof, there shall lie counted a 
separate violation of tills ordinance, 
and that or any other violation here¬ 
of shall constitute a misdemeanor; 
and any person violating tlie same or 
any part thereof shall, upon conviction, 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by a line not 
exceeding Fifty Dollars, or by impris¬ 
onment for a period not exceeding fifty 
days, or by both such fine and impris¬ 
onment. 

SECTION 8. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this ordi¬ 
nance, and shall cause It to be p ibllsh- 
ed once in the Sierra Madre News, a 
weekly newspaper published and cir¬ 
culated in said City of Sierra Mini re, 
California.

FOREST HOMESTEADS 

That the forest service is a decided¬ 
ly democratic institution was made 
plain In a statement given out today 
by Forest Supervisor R H Charlton 
■ if the Angeles National Fores* 

Mr. Charlton says that no middle 
man is required in doing business be¬ 
tween the service and the prosp *etive 
user of the national forests. Not only 
i- it cheaper for the applicant, but it 
results in a clearer understanding by 
the forest officers of what he wants 
lid by the applicant of what he will 
he required to do. 

This is especially true of prospec¬ 
tive applicants under the forest Home¬ 
stead Act. By dealing through a mid¬ 
dle man they often get a wrong idea , 
*f the workings of the act and arc j 
misled into believing that the process 
if Using is a government certification 
■f the agricultural value of the land. ■ 
As a matter of fact many tracts on the 
desert side of the range have been 
listed on application largely because 
they have no value whatever for for- 
• st purt oses and were originally in- 
laded in the forest simply because to 
exclude them would have made a 
boundary too crooked to be practical. 

The best way to find out how to se¬ 
cure any use or occupancy of national 
forest land is to go straight to the 
Supervisor whose office is in the fed¬ 
eral building. Los Angeles. He will 
gladly give authoritative information j 
about all the laws and regulations. 

1 vi ry forest ranger has Instructions j 
to answer all questions fully and cour¬ 
teously. He cannot hunt up desirable 1 
tracts for any applicant because to do 
so would not only take him from his !
